Q. CAN YOU SUMMARIZE THE KENTUCKY DATA? 6 

 7 

A. Certainly.  As discussed in my Exhibit, in August 2001, BellSouth met or 8 

exceeded the criteria for 440 of the 513 sub-metrics (86%) for which there 9 

was CLEC activity.  BellSouth met or exceeded the benchmarks/retail 10 

analogues for 519 of 574 (90%) sub-metrics in September 2001.  In 11 

October 2001, BellSouth met or exceeded the criteria for 577 of the 661 12 

sub-metrics (87%) for which there was CLEC activity.  For those 13 

measures that BellSouth did not meet benchmarks or retail analogue 14 

comparisons, my Exhibit demonstrates that there are no systemic 15 

performance problems. 16 

 17 

 During the three-month period, August through October 2001, there were 18 

a total of 464 sub-metrics that had CLEC activity for all three months and 19 

that were compared with either a benchmark or retail analogue.  Of these 20 

464 sub-metrics, 416 sub-metrics (90%) satisfied the comparison criteria 21 

during at least two of the three months. 22
